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Highlights 


REPORT  TO  THE  LISTENER 

This  is  the  first  of  what  I  hope  will  be  many 
reports  to  you  about  the  state  of  the  station 
and  plans  for  the  future.   It  is  impossible  to 
convey  the  content  of  the  past  year.   Suffice 
it  to  say  that  it  has  been  difficult,  as  KPFK 
struggled  to  make  the  transition  from  a  5-year 
history  of  the  same  management  to  someone  new. 
After  a  10  month  long  interim  period,  with 
Carol  Breshears,  now  at  KFWB,  and  Local  Ad- 
visory Board  member,  Brownlee  Haydon,  we  made 
it  through  to  our  first  choice  for  a  perman- 
ent manager  in  November.   But  the  difficulties 
of  maintaining  Pacifica's  razor  thin  margin  of 
existence  proved  too  much,  and  so  it  is  now  up 
to  me,  and  the  staff  and  you,  the  listener- 
sponsors.  We  cannot  make  up  here  for  the  lack 
of  information  about  the  past  years.   I  will 
not  even  try,  but  I  pledge  an  open  administra- 
tion.  These  reports  will  continue,  the  open 
phone  show  reports  on  the  air,  will  continue 
(this  month  moving  to  Thursday  at  7pm) .  We 
are  publishing  letters  to  the  station  begin- 
ning in  this  month's  Folio,  and  I  will  answer 
my  mail.   Also,  in  this  Folio,  a  financial 
report  (on  page  6) .   I  trust  that  after  a 
few  months  of  this,  you  will  be  better  equipped 
to  recruit  your  friends  and  neighbors  to  support 
this  unique  institution,  listener-sponsored  radio. 


I  can  reaffirm  our  reliance  on  that  form  of 
funding?  we  will  not  be  seeking  corporate  under- 
writing for  programming.  We  will  expand  our 
reach  to  people  with  people  and  hope  that  our 
off-the-air  fundraising  efforts  can  take  on  a 
more  organized  and  regular  existence.   We  will 
be  meeting  with  groups  of  listeners  during  the 
coming  months,  beginning  the  Community  Discus- 
sion Groups  (see  inside  p.  >'  )  and  planning 
more  events,  like  our  birthday  party  (see 
back  page) ,  the  Balkan  Festival  and  the  mara- 
thon run  (the  tennis  shoes  jogging  type)  „ 


We  are  beginning  a  complete  evaluation  of  all 
aspects  of  the  station's  operations  and  pro- 
gramming,' and  we  hope  to  involve  you  in  that 
discussion.   Sometime  in  the  Fall  we  are  plan- 
ning a  community  radio  conference  to  focus  on 
some  programming  questions,  as  well  as  to  teach 
some  skills  to  community  organizations  about 
how  to  better  use  the  media^   In  our  evaluation 
of  programming  we  will  seek  a  more  varied  day, 
more  special  reports  and  special  programming, 
a  higher  standard  of  excellence  over  all,  more 

surprises.  We  will  be  building  our  investiga- 
tive capability,  and  seek  to  become  a  major 
journalistic  presence  in  Southern  Californiac 
We  will  be  seeking  the  new,  while  we  hold  to 
the  traditions  of  independence  and  diversity 
that  have  made  Pacifica  Radio  so  important. 
We  urge  you  to  join  us,  especially  in  this 
month  devoted  to  the  defense  of  the  First 
Amendment  for  broadcasting.

We  trust  that  this  Marathon,  short  and  lucrative, 
will  get  us  back  on  the  path  to  financial  health, 
which  we  charted  last  year. 

We'll  try  to  keep  it  human.   And  exciting.   And 
fun.   So,  sit  back  and  enjoy  the  programs  and 
(if  you  can)  the  pitching.   You  know  we  wouldn't 
do  it  if  we  didn't  have  to.

Our  computer  (HAL  5001)  is  located  m  Berkeley,  which 
saves  us  a  lot  of  money  but  is  inconvenient,   We  sen(i 
subscriptions  information  to  the  machinery  once  a  month 
and  it  returns  the  l-olio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.  We  send  the 
information  up  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month. 

SO~if  you  send  us  your  check  around  the  8th  of  the 
month,  by  the  end  of  the  week  you  will  be  all  signed, 
sealed,  labeled  and  credited  and  you  will  marvel  at  the 
miracle  of  efficiency  of  the  electronic  age. 

BUT— if  you  send  us  your  check  around  the  10th,  the 
machinery  will  not  know  for  about  a  month.   Your  I'olio 
will  not  start  (or  continue)  until  about  6  weeks  later  and 
you  will  have  another  bill  generated  several  days  after  you 
have  paid  it  (and  mailed  to  you  a  week  or  two  later).  Then 
you  may  well  curse  the  stupidity  of  the  messed  up  compu- 
terized depersonalized  machine  age. 

THERIiI-'ORC— if  you  receive  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  after 
you  have  paid  up.  you  may  be  one  of  the  95%  who  just 
missed  the  machine  feeding  date.   Don't  panic!   It  saves  us 
hundreds  of  dollars  to  have  the  machinary  up  north  and  it 
only  costs  us  a  few  dollars  m  postage  to  send  out  some 
paid  bills  every  month. 


THE  MOST  REQUESTED  REQUEST 

Please  always  send  a  bill  with  your  check.   A  $  1 5  payment, 
for  instance,  might  be  credited  as  a  3729  Club  payment,  a 
straight  donation  to  the  station  or  the  expansion  fund,  or  a 
payment  on  a  pledge  or  renewal  or  a  new  subscription.   If 
we  are  billing  you  and  receive  your  check  without  an 
accompanying  bill,  we  may  credit  you  with  an  $X  payment 
and  still  1)111  you  for  the  $X  payment  and  everything  gets 
mixed  up.  So-always  send  a  bill  or  renewal  form,  or  at 
least  a  letter  of  explanation.  Also  please  be  careful  about 
different  names  and  addresses  on  your  checks-letters-forms 
and  be  sure  to  indicate  who  you  are  and  where  you  live  now. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

If  you  live  far  from  town,  in  a  slow  mailing    area  or 
just  want  your  lolio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  for  $5  a  year  (pro-rate  at  50  cents 
per  month  for  current  subscriptions)  we  will  send 
your  1  olio  1st  Class-mailed  around  the  20th  of  the 
month  precceding  program  listing.

MOVING 

The  Folio  will  NOT  follow  you  automatically  when  you 
move.  It  will  be  returned  to  us  with  your  new  address  on 
it  {after  a  few  weeks  at  a  charge  of  25  cents)  and  we  will 
change  your  address  in  our  files,  but  probably  not  in  time 
for  the  next  lolio  or  even  the  next  one.  So,  if  you  don't 
want  to  be  excluded,  fill  out  the  change  of  address  coupon 
on  the  inside  back  page.  If  we  receive  it  before  the  middle 
of  the  month,  you  won't  miss  one  Folio.  (We  get  500-1000 
changes  of  address  per  month,  so  advance  notice  saves  us 
a  lot  of  postage  and  keeps  everyone  happy).

All  of  the  five  Paclfica  stations  are  doing  their  part 
in  arousing  public  support  for  the  First  Amendment.

The  Seven 
DirtyWords 

by  Bill  Sokol 

In  April,  for  the  first  time  in  our  history,  Pacifica  will  stand  before  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court,  defending  ourselves  and  you  against  government  censorship.    It 
definitely  was  not  a  role  we  chose-we've  been  dragged  there  by  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  (FCC),  a  regulatory  agency  committed  to  the  principle 
that  they  can  censor  all  electronic  media  despite  the  First  Amendment,  using 
Pacifica  to  prove  the  point. 

It  all  started  in  1973,  when  a  listener  was  driving  around  New  York  City,  with  his 
ten-year-old  child  in  the  car,  listening  to  The  Lunch  Pail,  a  noon-hour  program  on 
our  sister  station,  WBAI.   The  program  that  day  was  about  societal  attitudes 
towards  language,  and  to  end  it,  the  programmer  chose  a  short,  recorded  piece  by 
comedian  George  Carlin,  all  about  "Seven  words  you  can't  say  on  TV."   Carlin 
spoofed  the  peculiar  societal  reaction  to  the  use  of  words  like  "shit"  and  "fuck" 
on  broadcast  media.   Supposedly,  this  listener  wrote  a  letter  of  complaint  to  the 
FCC.   The  FCC  could  have  written  back  saying  that  if  you  don't  like  what  you 
hear  you  should  just  turn  off  the  radio  or  change  stations.    But  it  did  not.   Nor  did 
it  file  this  letter  with  thousands  of  complaints  it  receives  all  year  long. 

Instead,  the  FCC  held  a  hearing  and  published  a  decision  saying  that  Pacifica  had 
violated  FCC  rules  and  regulations  and  the  Federal  Communications  Act  by  airing 
"indecenlf"  language.   The  decision  stated  that  such  language  must  be  censored 
during  hours  children  might  be  listening  to  radio  or  watching  TV.    In  other  words, 
the  FCC  trampled  all  over  the  First  Amendment  and  decided  that  a  government 
agency  can  tell  radio  and  TV  stations  what  they  can  or  cannot  broadcast. 

The  decision  established  the  legal  principle  that  even  though  the  First  Amendment 
protects  my  right  to  tell  you  right  here,  in  print,  what  words  Carlin  used,  I  cannot 
tell  you  those  words  on  the  radio  or  TV  during  morning,  daylight,  or  early  evening 
hours,  because  somehow.  First  Amendment  freedom  of  speech  and  press  means 
one  thing  for  print  media  and  another  for  electronic  media.    As  far  as  the  FCC  is 
concerned,  you  can  read  Edward  Albee,  D.  H.  Lawrence,  and  Norman  Mailer,  but 
you  cannot  hear  me  read  them  over  the  air. 

Obviously,  Pacifica,  the  first  and  only  wide-open,  free  expression  First  Amendment 
radio  network,  could  not  submit  to  government  censors,  so  we  appealed  the  deci- 
sion to  the  District  of  Columbia  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.   That  court  paid  more 
attention  to  the  First  Amendment  than  the  FCC  did,  and  reversed  the  decision, 
finding  that  the  FCC  had  ventured  into  "the  forbidden  realm  of  censorship."    In  a 
majority  decision  Judge  Tamm  wrote  that  the  FCC  "must  be  in  favor  of  preserving 
values  of  free  expression  and  freedom  from  governmental  interference  in  matters 
of  taste."   (It's  frightening  to  note  that  the  Court's  liberal  judge,  H.  Leventhal, 
voted  against  Pacifica,  saying  that  the  FCC  could  censor  the  media  in  order  to 
protect  children  and  "the  quality  of  community  life.") 

But  the  FCC  was  not  ready  to  give  up  its  self-proclaimed  role  of  child-protecting 
government  censors,  so  it  appealed  that  decision  to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court.   On 
January  9,  the  U.S.  Supremes,  the  Chief  Justice  Burger  Nixon-appointed  Court, 
announced  they  would  reconsider  the  lower  court's  decision  and  give  the  FCC 
another  chance  to  argue  for  government  censorship.  The  court  has  scheduled  oral 
argum^t  of  the  case  for  April. 

Scuttlebutt  in  Washington  has  it  that  the  "liberals"  on  the  Court  never  vote  in 
favor  of  reconsidering  pro-First  Amendment  decisions  of  the  lower  courts,  so  it 
seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  it  is  the  more  conservative  Nixon-appointees 
who  want  another  shot  at  considering  imposing  government  censorship  of  broad- 
cast media.   Whether  or  not  this  is  true,  we  do  know  that  the  Burger  Court  is  no 
friend  of  full  free  expression  in  speech  and  press,  and  that  its  decision  to  hear  this 
case  may  herald  a  new  age  of  government  censorship,  under  the  guise  of  "cleaning 
up  the  airwaves." 

To  prepare  for  this  legal  confrontation,  Pacifica  has  launched  a  nationwide 
publicity  campaign,  to  help  alert  everyone  to  a  battle  we  have  so  far  fought  alone. 
Several  broadcast  organizations  (NBC,  etc.)  have  agreed  to  submit  "amicus"  briefs 
on  our  behalfj  and  we  are  now  looking  for  deviations  to  pay  our  own  legal  bills. 
In  addition  to  the  publicity  campaign  and  fund-raising,  we  plan  to  air  special 
programming  about  the  case  and  all  the  issues  it  raises— we  may  even  do  a  special 
nationwide  Pacifica  hookup  on  the  day  of  oral  argument.   Keep  tuned  and  watch 
the  Folio  for  further  information  on  Pacifica's  battle  to  keep  the  First  Amend- 
ment first,  in  the  face  of  government  censorship,  and  let  us  know  if  you  have  ideas 
on  how  to  spread  the  word  and  bring  pressure  to  bear  where  it  will  count— before 
it's  too  late.  K

October  30, 1973 

WBAI,  New  York,  broadcasts  the  George  Carlin  cut 
eiititled  "Filthy  Words"  at  about  2:00  p.m.  during  the 
regularly  scheduled  program  Lunchpail  which,  on  this 
date,  included  a  discussion  of  contemporary  society's 
attitudes  toward  language. 

November  28, 1973 

A  New  York  man  who,  while  driving  with  his  young 
son  on  October  30,  1973,  heard  the  WBAI  broadcast, 
writes  a  letter  to  the  FCC  complaining  about  the  use  of 
such  language  on  the  air. 

December  10, 1973 

The  FCC  sends  a  letter  of  inquiry  to  WBAI  asking  for  a 
description  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  broad- 
cast. 

January  8, 1974 

WBAI  responds  to  the  FCC  letter  of  inquiry. 

February  21, 1975 

FCC  releases  a  Declaratory  Order  concerning  the  broad- 
cast of  "indecent"  language.  It  ties  the  definition  of  "in- 
decent" language  to  words  that  describe,  "in  terms 
patently  offensive  as  measured  by  contemporary  com- 
munity standards  for  the  broadcast  medium,  sexual  or 
excretory  activities  and  organs,  at  times  of  the  day  when 
there  is  a  reasonable  risk  that  children  may  be  in  the 
audience."  [56  FCC2d  94,  98  (1975).]  The  broadcast  of 
the  Carlin  monologue  is  found  to  be  indecent  under 
this  standard,  although  no  sanctions  are  imposed  against 
WBAI.  The  Order  is  associated  with  WBAI's  license  file. 
The  full  text  of  the  FCC's  Order  may  be  found  at  56 
FCC2d94(1975). 

August,  19^5 

WBAI  files  an  appeal  of  the  FCC's  Declaratory  Order 
with  the  Untied  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  D.C. 
Circuit. 

December  10, 1975 

The  FCC  files  its  brief  in  opposition  to  WBAI's  with  the 
Court  of  Appeals. 

January,  1976 

WBAI  files  a  reply  to  the  FCC's  brief. 

March  30, 1976 

The  Court  of  Appeals  hears  oral  argument  in  the  case. 

March  16, 1977 

The  Court  of  Appeals  reverses  the  FCC's  Order  by  a  2-1 

vote.  The  judge's  opinions  may  be  found  at  556  F.2d  9 
(D.C.  Cir.  1977). 

May  10, 1977 

The  Court  of  Appeals  denies  the  FCC's  petition  for 
rehearing. 

October,  1977 

The  FCC  petitions  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of 
certiorari,  requesting  the  Court  to  review  the  judgment 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

December,  1977 

The  FCC  files  a  reply  to  WBAI's  opposition. 

January,  1978 

The  Supreme  Court  grants  the  FCC's  petition  for  certi- 
orari, and  thereby  agrees  to  hear  full  arguments  on  the 
merits  of  the  case.  The  FCC's  brief  is  scheduled  to  be 
filed  on  February  23,  1978,  and  WBAI's  is  scheduled  to 
be  filed  thirty  days  thereafter.  No  date  for  oral  argument 
is  set,  although  the  Court  indicates  it  may  occur  some- 
time in  April,  1978.

THIS  IS  A  COMPARISON  OF  OUR  PROJECTIONS  OF  INCOME  AND  ACTUAL  INCOME 


March  income  was  to  have  been  $55,  71  7,  but  because  of  the  non- 
planning  of  an  on-the-air  fund  drive,  our  March  income  w/ill  be 
only  about  $22,000,  leaving  us  more  than  $30,000  in  the  hole. 
Thus  our  goal  for  April's  fund  drive  is  $60,000,  which  should 
boost  our  April  income  from  a  projected  $40,000  to  $60,000. 
This  will  still  leave  us  $10,000  behind,  and  therefore,  in  May 
and  June,  perhaps  in  July,  we  will  plan  additional  on-the-air 
drives  at  the  end  of  the  months.   Their  length  will  depend  on 
the  actual  amount  of  returns  from  pledges,  as  well  as  the  level 
of  our  income  from  the  Birthday  Party,  the  Balkan  Festival,  and 
the  Marathon  Run  (like  with  track  shoes  running  marathon) 


In  addition,  we  owe  our  creditors  about  $45,000,  which  is 
$15,000  in  excess  of  our  goal.  With  the  above  projections, 
we  will  be  able  to  meet  our  goal  of  reducing  our  debt  to 
$30,000,  this  down  from  $1 10,000  of  one  year  ago,  last 
January. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  are  still  in  need  of  $35,000  to  complete 
our  transmitter  installation,  and  $16,000  to  match  the  National  Endow- 
ment of  the  Arts  grant  for  recording  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic.

You've    been   asking    for    it,    some   of   you,    and    here    it    is .   I    think. 

For    five   years   now  my  commentaries   have    been   broadcast    from   KPFK. 
From  about   the    third    month    (at    the    height   of    the   Watergate   affair)    I 
have   been   urged    by  many   to  publish   a   newsletter    or    to   offer    a   subscription 
service   of   commentary   transcripts. 

The    suggestions    have   been   gratifying,    but   I    have   been   reluctant   to 
see    them  through.    When    I    have    investigated    possibilities    on   a  couple   of 
occasions,    I    have    found   my   zero-based,    fumbling    business    sense    to  be 
inadequate    to   the    occasion.    Any   occasion.   Time    required    for    investigation 
robbed    me   of   the    time    for    concentration   my  work  demands.    The   reason-for- 
being    for    the   commentaries   and/or    the   newsletter    suffered. 

A    remedy   has    been    found    now,    I    think.    George    Rosenberg,    a    Ventura 
broker    and    newsletter    publisher     (The   ITEY  Corporation)    has    agreed    to 
join    in   a   venture    to   be    known   as    uncommon   sense;    the    newsessays   of   Charles 
Morgan . 

The    letter   would    be    published   and    mailed   wee kly   50  weeks   a   year.    It 
would   consist   primarily  of   commentaries   edited    for    print.   On   occasion 
I    may   substitute    matter    which   I    consider    important    but   which   cannot    be 
included    in   regular    commentaries    because    of    restrictions    imposed    by   two 
broadcasts   weekly. 

Experience    has    proved    that   newsletter    publication    is    a    marginal 
enterprise    at    best.    One    must    be    assured    that    a    basic    reading    audience 
is   there   and    that    sufficient    funding    is   available    to    insure    stability   of 
publication.

$20   for    teens   and    those   on   fixed    SSA    incomes    (we    take    your    word    for    it), 
and    $40    for    institutions.    We    ask   advance    payment,    funds    to   be    held    in 
trust   at    the    Bank  of   A.   Levy,    Ventura,    California.    If   and   when  George 
and   I    are   assured    of   a    "nut"    sufficient    to  guarantee    stability   of    publication 
we    shall  begin    it   without   notice.   We    are    prepared    to   start   within   two 
weeks   of    such   assurance. 

If,    by  June    1,    we    are    not    assured    of    the    "nut"    which   will   make 
publication    feasible,    all   payments   will    be    returned.    We    have    established 
machinery    for    that    purpose. 

Well,    that's    it.    We    think   our    proposal   to   be    reasonable    and    fair    to 
you  who  are   not   asked    to   buy   a   pig    in    the    poke   which   might   cease    publication 
in   three    months,    and    to   us   who   have   considerable    investment    in   the    project 
and    for    whom  mid-course    fizzle   would    have   dismaying    impact    on    the   consciences 
and    the    pocketbook. 

While    it's    unique,    I    hope    you   agree    that    this    is    a    reasonable    and 
feasible    arrangement   with    a    two-way   guarantee    for    all   concerned. 

If  you  do  agree,  please  make  your  check  payable  to  George  Rosenberg, 
Trustee,  and  mail  your  payment  to  uncommon  sense ,  P.O.  Box  6699,  Ventura, 
CA,    93003. 

You   suggested    it.    Here    it    is    upfront.    May  we    both -find    pleasure    and 
at    least   a   modicum  of    profit    in   the   enterprise.      Thank  you,    and...
